Sufficient to 
say that I find myself totally opposed to some of the 
recent statements issued by the Society and I am no 
longer invited to contribute to meetings on Morse 
testing policy with the R.A. I therefore feel that it is 
in the best interests of the Morse Test Service if I step 
down and let a new person take over who will have 
the enthusiasm to organise the proposed new interim 
Morse tests.” 

Iam sure that my disgust at the situation which brought 
about this action is echoed if not by all, then surely a 
large percentage of the club.

This has very little to do with the story except that it 
seems the only possible answer to finding himself lay- 
ing face down with sand up his nose on a deserted 
island.

I thank 
you for your candour Grant and I know it sometimes 
becomes frustrating but why wait so long for a par- 
ticular frequency? 80m in particular has become a 
no-mans land with our preferred 35580 usually being 
occupied by some form of digital transmission. I find 
the gang as low as 35520 having migrated LF in search 
of a clear spot and, indeed, I do the same myself. It is 
unfortunate that 80m is seen as a ‘shared band’ by 
the RA and this generally means that operators from 
fishing vessels chatting to their wives on shore are 
regarded as higher priority than the Amateur opera- 
tor. The source of many packet type transmissions is 
unknown and on the lower end of the band you can 
hear individuals pertaining to be officers of Interpol 
using CW to exchange information. This in particu- 
lar I have to regard as frivolous. CW is a great mode 
but must be at the bottom of the pile in these modern 
times when it comes to moving large masses of data 
and if these are indeed Interpol officers then they must 
be naive indeed to exchange their information in plain 
language CW when a telephone line and high speed 
modem is much more the appropriate technology. This 
picture makes 80m sound like a battlefield but to Grant 
and others who must at times feel like second class 
citizens, that is exactly what we are as seen through 
official eyes. But at least we are infinitely more re- 
sponsible than some of the current users of the band 
so we live in hope that this may some day be recognised 
by the authorities.

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old and during the war served with the RAF where he 
employed his talents at foot-printing radio transmis- 
sions from the Luftwaffe. Some of you may remem- 
ber that in 93, he was honoured by the Labour confer- 
ence and presented with a National Merit award by 
John Smith.

CW test and adopted the call GW0JGJ which belonged 
to his son.

The RSGB has lost more than 30 Morse Examiners 
and 4 complete teams yet this fact has not been brought 
to the attention of members. WHY? 

Qualifications in Amateur Radio are being cynically 
diluted in a determined effort to attract newcomers 
who lack the motivation and interest necessary to en- 
gage in self-training in basic radio communications. 
This can only lead to further resignations from the 
RSGB”
